HEN seventeen year-old 

Sean White was stabbed to 
death outside his North Street 
home in Colne in Lancashire, 
a family was left to grieve the 
loss of a son and a community a 
hard-working youngster. 
Sean was half way through an 
IT course at the Pendle Training 
Centre, where manager, Geoff 
Dawes, described him as “one of 
the brightest pupils on the course.” 
He was a regular at the North 
Valley Youth Club in Birtwhistle 
and was liked by everyone. 
Police have arrested Hasan Mumtaz 
(18) and his brother Wazim 
Mumtaz (21) in connection with 
the attack on Sean and his aunt 
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Agnes Rennie. 

Local Labour and  Lib-Dem 
councillors expressed their surprise 
at the disturbance with Frank 
Clifford claiming that North Street 
was a ‘relaxed’ area. 

But this wasn’t how Vivary Bridge 
BNP candidate, Brian Norton Parker, 
found things when campaigning there 
in May. He told Freedom: : 
“Things were very tense there. Life 
was made very unpleasant for us 
when we were putting out our 
election leaflets. We had to call 
the police out three times because 
of intimidation, common assault 
and death threats by a crowd that 
quickly gathered every time we 
tried to leaflet. Youths followed

us in a car on one occasion and 
threatened to run over our secretary, 
Valerie. 

“After the first incident I asked 
the police if they could be at the 
North Street and Keighley Avenue 
junction, where we had the trouble 
before, and wait while we quickly 
got the leaflets out. But they said 
they didn’t have the manpower to 
do that, although in the end they 
had to come out anyway when I 
dialled 999 because we were being 
threatened again. 

“Our team did everything possible 
to ensure that there was no 
provocation on our part. We used 
the electoral register to make sure 
we were only delivering to houses 
with British sounding names. 

“We make a point of showing the 
police every leaflet we are putting 
out before we cover any area in 
Pendle:”

HE 2001 Census has 


revealed some very 
worrying population trends 
in Birmingham.

SALFORD’S HOPE HOSPITAL 
No money for refurbishments. 


THE Manchester Strategic 
Health Authority, which holds 
the budget for health care 
services in Greater Manchester, 
is facing financial collapse. 

A report prepared by accountants, 
Grant Thornton, predicts a deficit 
of £12 million for Manchester’s 
14 Primary Care Trusts by the 
end of this financial year, with 
this deficit rising to £430 million 
by 2007/8. 

To cut costs, the new specialist 
children’s hospital in central 
Manchester will be put on hold, 
along with plans for refurbishing 
Salford’s Hope and Tameside 
General Hospitals. 

The financial crisis also means 
that projects for primary care, 
mental health, cardiac treatment, 
cancer care and intermediate care 
will all face the axe. 

Manchester has some of the worst 
health care indices, with average life 
expectancy now one of the lowest 
in the country. The city has higher 
mortality rates than the national 
average on all the major diseases. 
The crisis in Manchester’s health 
care services mirrors the rest of the 
country and exposes Labour’s much 
vaunted increase in funding for the 
National Health Service as a fraud.

OUNTING numbers of 

cases asking for financial 
support for asylum seekers who 
have been late registering their 
asylum claim are “clogging up” 
the courts and affecting their 
functioning as well as costing “a 
vast amount of public money”. 
That’s according to Justice Maurice 
Kay, the judge in charge of the 
Administrative Court list. He said 
that new cases were continuing to 
come in at a rate of sixty a week, 
and there was already a backlog of 
more than 800 cases. 
Problems had arisen after the 
introduction of section 55 of the 
2002 Immigration and Asylum 
Act in January this year. 
This ruled that would-be refugees 
should apply for asylum immedi- 
ately on arrival in the UK, or as 
soon as reasonably practicable. 
The cases causing the problems 
involved emergency applications 
for shelter from allegedly destitute 
asylum seekers, where in 90% 
of cases, the courts ordered the 
applicants to be given support. 


OHN Prescott told the residents 
of the Aylesbury Vale villages 
that he would abide by the findings 
of an independent public inquiry 
into the suitability of the Bicester 
MOD camp becoming an asylum 
centre!

HE Government’s chaotic 
‘dispersal’ _ policy of 
spreading asylum _ seekers 
across the country is having 
a detrimental effect on the 


basic education of our British 


youngsters. 

That’s the finding of the 
education watchdog, Ofsted, in a 
report published in October. 
Ofsted looked at nursery, 
primary, middle and secondary 
schools in 11 local education 
authorities in London, urban 


areas of the East Midlands and 


the North West, and three shire 
counties. 

The report found numerous cases 
where existing school resources 
and staffing were being diverted 
from British youngsters already 
at the schools, to meet the needs 
of the newly arrived asylum 
seekers. 

Many asylum. seeker children 
arrived. at school without family 
members, and were not able 
to speak or understand English. 
Staff were being placed in an 
impossible position in trying to 
provide arelevant and appropriate 
curriculum for them. 

Chief Inspector of schools, David 
Bell, warned that schools were 
facing a very difficult process in 
dealing with the new arrivals.

The survey figures were revealed 
in ‘The People Flow’ debate 
conducted by Open Democracy 
which examined the question of 
how Europe should address the 
mass movement of asylum-seekers, 
refugees and economic migrants 
over the next fifty years. 

David Blunkett and Trevor Phillips 
joined immigration experts. to 
discuss Britain’s migration policy 
debate and how our nation-state 
is coping with the challenge of 
finding definition and cohesion in 
a world of flux.

URING October hundreds 
of farmers joined a blockade 
across Britain in an ongoing 
campaign organised by Farmers 
For Action (FFA).

FFA complain that while the 
farm-gate price for milk, currently 
around 1 8p a litre, has fallen dramat- 
ically in recent years, it still sells for 
about 43p a litre in supermarkets. 
In other words the processors and the 
supermarkets are effectively squeezing 
the life out of Britain’s dairy farmers 
as they greedily strive to maximise 
their corporate profit margins. 

Dairy Crest, the country’s largest 
milk processor, whines it has met 
Mr Handley in an attempt to reach 
a compromise and, as a result, 
had increased its farm-gate price 
by a meagre 0.8 pence per litre! 
Understandably Mr Handley and 
FFA remain unimpressed: 

“People are absolutely desperate, the 
processors want to dig in and make 
life difficult. The position is dire.” 
One dairy farmer summed up the 
predicament faced by many dairy 
farmers: 

“T am making no money and am 
being kept afloat by the bank 
manager. Things have never been 
so bad. We have to take action 
now, or soon we’ll all be out of
